When the thermostat is 
adjusted to raise the house tem- 
perature, stored heat js released 
from the chemical and wafted into 
\he. rooms vin the registers, 

Dr, Télkes said the chemical 
can store heat for up to 10 days, 
Despite the possibility of long 
storms and overcast that might 
blot out the sun’s rays for days, 
she says statistics show the heat- 
ing unjt will beat cven a New 
England winter,
